Renunciations of such priviteges, how- 
ever, does show a change in attitudes 
which has been completed. The Opposi- 
tion is not prepared to admit this 
publicly. 

If a result is forthcoming from the 
Four-Power talk it can only be measured 
against the yardstick of the present state 
and the Improvements that are made to 
it.

In fact this article only described the 
actual difficulties in securing a Berlin 
settlement.

Travel-sickness pills 
can be a danger 


to motorists 


r Heinz Eberhard Bose of the Lower 

Saxony Medical Association pointed 
out in Hanover that the holiday medicine 
chest carried by many motorists could be 
a regl source of danger. 

Dr Bose stated that there is no doubt 
within the Medical Association that drugs 
and preparations against travel sickness 
reduce a driver’s reactions considerably. 

Drivers should therefore not take any 
pills against sea-sickness if they plan to 
continue driving after the ferry las 
docked. 

Bose emphasised that many pill manu- 

faclurers would try to eliminate tltis 
dangerous effect by adding quantilies of 
cafleine, But they rarely managed to 
synchronise the cffective periods of the 
iwo ingredients. The substance guarding 
against travel sickness often did not begin 
to work until the cffects of the caffeine 
had worn off, 
. That was wly several airlines had 
forbidden their pilots tû take tablets of 
this type, Dr Bose added, But drivers 
suffering from hay fever must also take 
care. 

Medical experience had slıown that 
anti-lıistamine treatment of this com- 
plaint considerably limited a person’s 
ability lo drive, Even medicamenis meant 
specifically for drivers increased the risk 
of an #&ecident if taken before the 
Journey. 

The Medical Association also warned 
against “camouflaged sleeping pills" — 
so-called tranquillizers containing, how- 
ever, barbital or phenobarbital. 

These two substances are genuine 
soporifles. Uncontrolled comsumption of 
these “camouflaged slecping pills" could 
lead in mıany cases to an unrecognised 
state of chronic poisoning. .

Neuroleptica such as ımnegaphon lessen 
mental tension without inftuenving a 
person's state of consclousness, Calning a 
person in tlıis way helps hin to sleep. 

Despite Intensive rosearch there is not 
always a lot that canı be sald of how and 

where these drugs are effective, Only 
practical experience can help in determin- 
ing what drug is to be used and when. 

Barbiturates should only be used for a 
short period to lıelp a patient get over 
diffleulties in sleeping, Lasting trealnıent 
leads to addiction to sleeping tablets. 

Tranqullizers, the drugs that affect the 
vegetative nervous system, are riot a5 

‘harmless as is thought. They influence a 
«person's mood and sleeping habits and 
lead to dependence. 

They are dangerous when combined 
with alcoho! and can lead to delirium. This 
effect of tranquillizers is deliberately 
exploited by experienced patients to cut 
down on alcohol and avoid liver damage 
caused by excessive alcolıol consumption. 

As neuroleptica do not lead to addic- 
tion they can be used ix smaller doses as a 
tranquilliser although their effect, and 
sideeffects, are much more far-reaching, 
Because of these side-effects, neuroleptica 
are less suited for tle treatment of 
exireme vegetative disorders, 
` The discussion showed that although 
thé various drugs often had beneficial 

‘effects on a patient inner conflicts could 
only be overcome by them to a limited 
extent. 

The discussion also showed that a 
doctor will only be able ta use thc variety 
of the drugs at his disposal sensibly if he 
is adequately informed of the opportuni- 
ties and limits of courses of treatment 
involving tranquillize rs, 

But criticism heard during the discus 
sion seems to suggest that this is lacking 
as much as the insight of patients,

As long as young people take hash in 
groups they cannot be considered addicts, 
Addiction — mental dependence, the 
inability to slop taking a drug — does not 
normally start until a person begins to 
take his favourite drug while on his own, 

In a report for the European Council 
Professor Kielholz listed current trends 
but stated that these were only valid for 
Switzerland. 

Addiction normally afflicted the youn- 
ger age-groups, Lhe report stated. It has 
spread from students to the working 
youth and a larger proportion of women 
are now to be found among addicts. 

Finally it is getting more and more 
common to find a number of drugs, 
sometimes as many as six, being taken at 
once. At the same time tlıere has been an 
alarming rise in alcolıolism, The old belief 
that hashish had banished alcoholism as 
thus beer refuted, 

The drug-taking (rend lıas not yel 
reached its climax. To fight it effectively, 
Professor Kielholz demanded investiga- 
lions at an internatiohal level and more 
information about the Inner laws of tle 
European drug wave, All sections of the 
population must be reached, not just tho 
young. 

Group discussions were better than 
lectures before three thousand doctors in 
a large hall as was happening in Berlin, 
the Professor said. 

The best method of prevention was a 
consolidation of family lifo and close 
contact with the young. The youth 
needed new models. Unfortunately Pro- 
fessor Kieilholz did not state how this was 
to be accomplished. 

Professor Kielholz also proposed a 
network of advisory centres. The most 
inportant thing was to find a substitute 
for drugs, Rehabilitating addicts was 
difficult, As more than half of all addicts 
look to drugs agaln after treatment, the 
Professor considered it irresponsible to 
dismiss the dangers of drugs, including

The casual use of tranquillizers is oflen 
dangerous as it conceals states of ui1rest 
due to serious organic complaints and 
prevents their diagnosis, 


Old people in particular often suffer 
from states of unrest which must be 
treated correctly. Tranquillizers can easily 
lead to unwanted effects here. 

Doctors at the congress also expressed 
their doubts about combinations of tran- 
quillizers and other hormones ~ a prac- 
tice that was becoming increasingly com-

Professor H. Kewitz of Berlin, :the 
chairman of the discussion, stated that 
the frequent use of tranquilizers was due 
to the fact that rest, calm and, a good

A great majority of young adlicis are 
oversensitive, reserved and usually spoilt. 
Up to sixty per cent are extremely 
moody, inhibited, insecure or feel inade- 
quate in some way. 

They have no aims in life. There ist a 
wide gup between ability and desire, The 
lack of a fixed way of life and a need to 
work leads to lensions tliat the young try 
to escape. 

The reason why people take drugs has 
nathing to do with the desire for bliss or 
euphoria but it is the desire for an end to 
their emotional tension. 

The tragic thing about it is, Professor 
Kielholz stated, the fact that the way to 
supposed freedom always ended in com- 
plete dependence on the drug. 

Fortunately, he sald, some eighty per 
cent of all young people give up drugs 
after taking them only once because of 
unpleasant side-effects such as dizziness, 
biliousness or vomiting. Only if a person 
gets high will he continue to take drugs. 

There are four stages to the escalation 
of drug-taking. During the first stago a 
variety of drugs is tried. Eighty per cent of 
drug consumption in the second stage is 
hashisi1. 

In tlıe third stage hashislı is mixed with 
LSD or amphelamiues. In the fourth 
stage the amphetamine dose is quickly 
increased. The period elapsing betwcen 
injections becomes shorter and serious 
side-effects occur. 

Serum hepatatis is common along with 
thronıbophlebitis. Tle first complaint is a 
liver inflammation caused by dirty syrin- 
ge needles while the latler is an inflanna- 
lun of ihe walls of a vein resulting in 
cuslıicled vessels. 


| Joiors allending ihe twentieth Cone 
BZ gress Jor Further Medical Training in 
Berlin warned against the widespread 
misuse of tranquillizers, 

Tranquillizers should only be preseri- 
bed or takeıi whiten there is a real need for 
them, Unfortunately too mary doctors 
give in to tho wishes of their patients and 
prescribe the tablets when there is rio real 
necd. There are few people left now wlio 
have never taken a tranquillizer. 

Tranquillizers can never replacc the 
necessity of Lreating existing or supposed 
mental disorders causing tlie patient's 
complaint. 

Tranquillizers should never be handed 
out casually in practice as serious inci 
dents could occur later in hospital when 
more effective drugs are used during an 
anaesthetic. 2

The ‘alternating current maintained at a 
steady frequency and the modulation 
that transmits the news travels in one, 
direction along the outer surface of the 
copper inner fube and in the other along 
the inner surface of the outer tube, which 
consists mainly of aluminium with a 
two-per-cent admixture of manganese.
